Washington, D. C—The claim of
liquor men that moonshining is om
the increase, particularly in Prohibi-
tion states, is not borne out by the
Commissioner of Internal Revenue.
According to thie official, 3,754 illicit
stills were seized in 19156 and 2,685
in 1916, a reduction of 1,169. Of
this reduction 906 were in Prohibi-
tion states. Not a seizure was made
fn the prohibition states of Arizona,
Colorado, Idaho, Iowa, Kansas,
Maine, North Dakota, Oregon and
Washington.

The number of gallons of {llicit
liquor seized in 1916 was 34,381, and

Men who
are anxious to enlist In the fighting
branch and who for some reason or
other are rejected, and still anxious
to serve their country, will find no
more effective work to do than to as-
sist in greater food production,

The Agricultural army is not in
any sense designed to be a place of
refuge for shirkers or slackers and
those who seek it in the hope of
dodging military service will find no
place open.

While this particular move of
which Mr. Manss is the head applies
to the state of Maryland only, it
seems to meet with universal approv-
al and there is prospect of legiala-
tures in varlous states providing sim-
ilar organizations.

MAKING THE BEST OF LATE
SPRING PLOWING

The disadantage of late epring
plowing can be overcome by disking
before plowing. When the soil be-
comes dry and eracked before plow-
ing it turns over lumpy. The clods
which lie at the bottom cause air
spaces and poor unlon of surface soll
with the sub-surface. Rolling, disk-
ing and harrowing will produce some
fine earth on top but will not elimi-
niate entirely the poor condition low-
er down. With such a seedbed, es-
pecially if It does not rain frequent-
ly, there will be slow germination of
seeds and excegsive dryness, as the
clods and alr spaces will prevent rea-
dy movement of caplllary molsture
from the subgoil up into the zone of
root growth. If disked before be-
ing plowed, the hard soil will become
mellow, As the water moves up-
ward from below and is prevented
from evaporution by the muleh on
top, the molsture content of the soil
to be plowed will thus be ineroased.
When plowed, the loose disked soil
forms a more compact union with
the unplowed subsoil sp that there
ure no large ale spaces, and the soll
molsture can move upward readily
when needed. Such treatment is un-
necessary on land which can e plow-
ed enrly.

HARROW AIFTHR I"..\‘(-'-ll HALF
DAYS' PLOWING

Each hdlf day’s plowing should be
harrowed before leaving the fleld,
When the soll ds allowed to become
dry after plowing clods are formed
which are not easily broken up and
which are o bar to a perfeet seed beil.
In thelr haste to get their plowing
finished many farvmers: turn over a

whole field before touching it with
disk or harrow. Time {8 lost, how-
ever, by this practice. The clods
hich form make necessary one or
two extra workings of the soil. By
adopting the better plun of harrow-
ing the soll the same hall day on

which it Is plowed time Is saved,
mojsture s retained and a better
seed bed is secured.  All of these

factors are important this spring
when labor Is scarce and a serfous
food shortage confronts the world.
